This from England ! Great Britain set 
a noble example to the world in freeing 
every slave within hor vast dcminiouB ; 
nor baa alio forgoiten to proach to 
others what sho ho nobly practised io 
this respoot-. It has long been the proud 
boast of Englishmen that the shackles 
of tho slave fell off the instant bis foot 
tooobed British soil. Not content with 
making her own empire emphatically 
free, an aBylum of liborty, Great Bri- 
tain ha B expouded many, many millions 
of her gold iu extending the samo glor- 
ious principles to other lands. Her 
ships, her Bailor*, and hor yold have 
long boon employed on tho coast of Af- 
rioa in suppressing the diabolical trade 
in human bodies, aud bouIs,— and on the 
coast of China in suppressing <Ae toohe 
slave trade I Is it possible iha„ Eng- 
land, Christian, philanthropic England, is 
going to tarn round now and tarnish 
her bright escutcheon, give tho lio to 
her bost professions and stultify her 
noblest acts, by introducing Coolie 
slave labor— lor this is what Chinese 
labor really means— to oompoto with 
her own straggling sous— to snatch 
the last mi reel of bread from tho alrea. 
dy half-famished millions ol her own 
flesh and blood ? We canuot believe it. 
The Globe speaks of " a struggle be- 
tween labor and capital.'' But what 
doeu this struggle mean 't Has Dot 
labor its rights, as well as capital I 
And is not labor in England struggling 
to assert its just rights? For yearn 
labor has boen grouuu down under the 
iron and inexorable heel of copi'.al ; 
and it is now making a desporaie, aud 
let us hope successful, Btruggle to be free. 
It would bo impoHsiblo for English cap- 
italists, emuloyeis of labor, to hit upon 
an expedient more suicdal und fruugbi 
with more terrible couiequuncts both to 
themselves aud to tho nation at large. 
We turn with a shudder from tho uon« 
templatiou of the cunsoqueuces of such 
a stop. The trne remedy lor all this 
unrest, for these periodical "struggles 
between labor out! capital " is to^ be 
found in a very different policy. Con- 
cede to labor its irue position, in Par. 
liameut, as well a- in the factory, the 
workshop, the mine, ard the field. Let 
lobtr be fittingly rewarded; lot the 
laboring classes be properly appreciate"!; 
let them be educated, ennobled, and we 
chall bt ar no more of these lamentable 
" r-truggk'H between labor and capital;" 
—least J all shall Euglisbaieo be made 
to blu-h by such propositions as thai 
referred to in ourdbpaieb. Two-thirds, 
or mote, ot England's popula- 
tion are kept io a condition of grinding 
aud illrequited toil in order that the re- 
mainder muj roll in luxury ai.d wallow 
in accumulating wealth. We eanuut re. 
gard tuch it condition ol things as being 
at all in harmony with the wise at d 
beneficent purpose* of the Creator, It 
is altogether an abnormal condition, 
which mu-t sooner or latter work its 
own cure or entail its own cuiso. We, 
in thiti new Dominion htve a direct as 
well as a relative interest in the whole 
question, In laying the louedaliouo ol 
empire io this groat western world, it 
behooves us to carefully guard against 
tho first intiodociioii 01 thoso seed a 
which have burne snch bitter, bitter 
lruit in tae Mother soil, Let this new 
Empire be for our own race, and for 
free and well requited labor, and let it 
be our earnest aim frcm the first to give 
labor its true portion and its fitting re- 
ward. So shall we succeed in building 
up u gr^'a.') free, und enlightened corn- 
mouwoulth in British Worth Amoricu.
